Priority 

1. Applicant's claim of as a national stage entry of PCT/DE00/02191 filed 
6/29/2000 which claims priority to application 199 35 634.3 filed 7/29/99 in Germany is 
acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 41-49 are allowed. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests: the combination of a dispenser Elongated receptacle for 
holding capillaries comprising a channel with open slot with adhesive tape for contacting 
capillaries and resiliently biased slider configured to urge the capillaries in the receptacle 
toward an elongated dispensing slot. 

Of particular interest is Castner, Sr. et al. '857 which discloses a dispenser 
of cylindrical objects readily suited for capillary dispensing including: a dispenser 
comprising: bottom, side wall, second side wall at and parallel to a first separation, a first 
separation larger than capillary length, a top parallel to second separation from the 
bottom, top having an elongated opening with width greater than tape. Castner, Sr. et al. 
4 857 neither discloses nor suggests in combination with other art a resiliently biased

slider configured to urge the capillaries in the receptacle toward an elongated dispensing 
slot. 

Of further interest is Sjobeon which discloses: A dispenser comprising: a bottom 
side wall, second side wall at and parallel to a first separation, first separation larger than 
capillary length, top cooperating with first and second side walls and parallel to a second 
separation from the bottom, top having an elongated opening, elongated opening extends 
along a central portion of elongated receptacle, consisting essentially of a first opening 
strip and a second opening strip extending substantially parallel to and at a separation 
from first opening strip, slider. Sjobeon neither discloses nor suggests in combination 
with other art a resiliently biased slider configured to urge the capillaries in the receptacle 
toward an elongated dispensing slot, and adhesive tape for contacting capillaries.
